Scientific Team Makes First 
Waterway Crossing of Africa 


NEW YORK (AP)—A South 
African scientist visiting here 
told Friday how he and nine 
associates last autumn made the 
first waterway crossing of 
Africa, from the Indian Ocean 
to the Atlantic. 

H. G. A. Dodd, deputy leader 
of the expedition, said the trip 
was made in three fiber-giass 
motorboats and two utility land 
vehicles. 
all except 350 miles of the 3,500- 
mile distance by water—taking 
to land only when the. water 
became overly treacherous, he 
said, 

Dodd, an ichthyologist, said 
that on the way his group dis- 
covered five new species of 
butterfly, what probabliv was a 
new subspecies of chimpanze 
and a type of sunfish that eats 
upside down. Also found, he 
said, was a little-known ow ape 
that led scientists to. believe al- 
most all of South Africa once 
was submerged.

Atom Plane -

MOSCOW (AP)—The news- 
paper Soviet Aviation Thursday 
described an atomic aircraft 
without saying whether the 
Soviet Union has one or is build- 
ing one. 

The description was the first 
mention of an atomic aircraft 
here since reports were publish- 
ed abroad that the Soviet Union 
was test flying one in the vicin- 
ity of Moscow. 

The article was written by 
engineer B. Lyapunov under the 
title “Dreams about aircraft of 
the future.”

“Not only the length but also 
lead walls protect the crew 
from radiation and half a kilo- 
gram (1.1 pound) will be suf-

The latest findings of the ex- 
perts are that the world’s pop- 
ulation is still increasing at an 
unprecedented rate. The total 
may reach 7,000 million by the 
vear 2000, compared with the 
present figure of under 3,000 
million. 


But the experts predict there 
will be a wide gap in population 
on the growth between the ad- 
vanced and the underdeveloped 
countries, with the poorer coun- 
tries experiencing a far greater 
proportional increase than the 
wealthier countries. 


Here are some highlights 
gathered by the U.N. Population 
Commission: 

The population of North 
America, the temperature zones 
of South America, Japan, Eu- 
rope, the Soviet Union, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand will 


reach 1,175,000,000 by 1975 and 


nearly 1,500 million by the turn 
of the century. This compares 
with 863 million in 1950. 


The populations of Africa, 
Central America, tropical South 
America, Asia outside Japan and 
the Soviet Union, and the Paci- 
fic islands other than Australia 
and New Zealand will reach 2,- 
660,000,000 in 1975 and 4,800, 
000,000 in 2000. This compares 
with 1,640,000,000 in 1950. 

The average annual rate of 
population increase will be 1 
per cent for the rich group of 
countries in 1975-2000, compar- 
ed with 2.4 per cent for the 
poor group in that same period.

Bones Discovered 
Of Ancient Animals 


SHIZUOKA (Kyodo)—Numer- 
ous fossil specimens recently 
unearthed at a limestone quarry 
in Shizuoka Prefecture may 
prove to be the first finds in 
Japan of large animals which 
had roamed this part of Asia 
100,000 to 200,000 years ago. 

The specimens have been dis- 
covered in limestone mined at 
Mikabi. The number found 
since around last September has 
reached 153. 

Tokyo University geologists 
who examined the finds on the 
spot Thursday said they could 
be the fangs and bones of such 
large animals as tigers or leo- 
pards existent in Japan 100,000 
to 200,000 years ago. 

So far, there has been no 
record of such remains of an- 
cient animals of that period— 
corresponding to the diluvial 
age in geology—being excavat- 
ed in Japan.’

The art collection, one of the 
most valuable cargoes ever sent 
by air, arrived in Japan via the 
SAS in October last year and 
has been on display at the Na- 
tional Museum in Tokyo and in 
Kyoto.

The collection, which will be 
shipped in four parts, will be 
accompanied by four officials of 
the Kroeller Muller Museum in 
Amsterdam, from which a large 
part of the Van Gogh paintings 
and drawings were obtained. 

The 130 paintings and draw- 
ings, which arrived in Tokyo 
from Kyoto by train yesterday 
morning, travelled under special 
precautionary measures.

Video Tape 

Another startling development 
of utmost significance to TV 
viewers is the invention of video 
tape by Ampex and RCA Vic- 
tor in the United States and so- 
cated VERA recorded TV in 
Great Britain. Needless to add, 
the Japanese have not been idle, 
and video tape is being develop- 
-ed by NHK and Sony engineers 
at a cost compatible to this 
country. 

This brings to mind that video 
tape is most useful for editing 
TV programs, much as niotion 
pictures are processed for con- 
tinuity—and flashbacks. : 

While the technical advance 
of Japan in the electronics field 
may be considered phenomenal,

After the family 
moved to Osaka her father was 
wiped out in the stock market 
and her sick mother died. She 
was then 13.

She cannot bear to see 
anyone suffering from poverty 
and illness because she knows 
what it is like to be poor and ill. 


Once when she saw an old 
woman sitting and begging on 
the sidewalk on a cold night 
she took off her red shawl and 
gloves and gave them to her. 
Such tender feelings are ap 
parent in her singing which is 
imbued with soft warmth and 
understanding, appealing to the 
middle-aged as well as the older 
people. 

Last year Miss Miyagi was 
active on TV programs, stage 
shows and regular radio series. 
Hidetoshi Kato, a critic, com- 
ments that Miss Miyagi cannot 
be likened to a glamorous star 
shining brightly in the dark 
night, but she is forever a 
favorite with the masses. The 
singer is always identified as 
one of them by the masses. 
Such is Miss Miyagi’s populari- 
ty.

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Soviet Team 
Due Todayfor 
Fishery Talks 


An il-member fishery delega- 
tion from the Soviet Union will 
arrive in Tokyo at noon today 
for the third Japan-Soviet fish- 
ery talks which will open Mon- 
day. 


The delegation is scheduled 
to arrive at Haneda Airport 
aboard a Soviet TU-104 jetliner. 


The main problem under dis- 
eussion at the talks will be the 
Japanese salmon quota in north- 
ern Pacific waters. 

Observers predicted that nego- 
tiations would not be smooth 
because Moscow Radio on Tues- 
day charged that Japan did not 
honor the provisioils of the 1958 
Japan-Soviet agreement. The 
broadcast mentioned the names 
of Japanese fishing boats which 
it said violated the agreement. 

The Japan Marine Products 
Association, headed by Minis- 
ter of International Trade and 
Industry Tatsunosuke Taka- 
saki, has recommended to the, 
Government that the minimum 
haul be set at 165,000 tons. 

The 1957 limit was 120,000 
tons and the 1958 limit was 110,- 
000 tons. 

The Japanese negotiators are 
scheduled to meet today to dis- 
cuss Japan's stand at the meet- 
ings.

Japan to Study 
Nuclear Fusion 


MITO (Kyodo)—The Japan 
Atomic Energy Commission wiil 
start preparations during fiscal 
1959 for a full-scale nuclear 
fusion research. 

The commission drew up a 
series of operational plans yes- 
terday for fiscal 1959 following 
approval of its budgetary re 
quirements. 

With 2,670,000 granted for 
nuclear fusion studies, it will 
form a preparatory committee 
to lay the groundwork for 
study of materials necessary 
for conducting researches in 
this field. 

The commission is also sched- 
uled to. conclude a formal con- 
tract for the construction of a 
power reactor during March or 
April. 


Corporate Tax

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Joint Western Plan Urged 
To Prevent Oil Price War 


ROME (UPI) — Powerful 
Italian Oil czar Enrico Mattei 
Thursday night urged all West- 
ern oll companies to unite in a 
common policy to avert the 
danger of a Moscow-stirred 
“price war.” 


The new joint policy, Mattei 
said, should include better 
terms for producing countries 
along the lines of his clamorous 
25-75 deal with Iran, and inter- 
national economic assistance to 
the Middle East. 


Mattel, just back from a fact- 
finding visit to Peiping and 
Moscow, warned that Russia 
would “inevitably” seek an out- 
let on the world market for its 
growing oil production and 
might upset the market by un- 
derbidding the West. 

Dynamic Mattei, head of the 
Italian State Oil Monopoly 
(ENI) and a political friend of 
President Giovanni Gronchi, 
made his proposal in a lecture 
which coincided with Premier 
Amintore Fanfani’s state visit 
tc Cairo. 

Diplomats of 20 nations, in- 
cluding the U.S. and Russia, 
were among the audience «at 
Mattei’s lecture. 

Mattei has been one of the 
leading supporters of Fanfani's 
dynamic policy in the Middle- 
East. His proposals for econo- 
mic assistance to Mid-Eastern 
nations resembled a plan which 
Fanfani submitted to Western

Coal Mine Owners 
To Cut Stock Piles 


Presidents of Japan’s major 
coal mines yesterday predicted 
that the recession in the coal 
industry would worsen. 

At their initial 1959 meeting, 
the presidents said they would 
re-examine the long-term coal 
production increase plan which 
went into operation last April. 

The plan called for boosting 
Japan’s coal production to 73 
million tons in 1975. 

They said they would reex- 
amine the plan because of the 
dim outlook. They also agreed 
to set Up a holding company to 
freeze surplus coal, which 


totaled about one million tons 


at the end of the year. 

They also agreed to freeze the 
operation of the inefficient coai 
mines. 


It was estimated that coal 
stocks in Japan would amount 


to more than 10 million tons at 
the end of the current fiscal 
year, which ends in March.

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WASHINGTON (Kyodo)—The 
U.S. has somewhat softened its 
stand but is reported to be still 
firm as far as velveteen and 
gingham are concerned in the 
new Japan-U.S, talks to control 
Japan's textile exports to the 
U.S. 

During Thursday’s meeting, 
the Japanese received a formal 
U.S. reply to their proposals for 
voluntary Japanese restraint on 
export of different textile items 
for 1959, submitted at the first 
session. The American reply is 
reported to have given detailed 
figures desired by the U.S. Gov- 
ernment for the 1959 sales of 
Japanese textile items: 


The Japanese Embassy au- 
thorities sidestepped queries by 
reporters concerning the details 
of the U.S. reply. But they said 
that the new U.S. counterplan 
was “not as firm” as the initial 
U.S. proposal made in the first 
session, although the figures 
shown were still “far from satis- 
factory.” 

Informed circles believed that 
the American figures were some- 
what larger than the 1957 
figures now being applied. 


Written Reply 
WASHINGTON (AP) -— The 
United States Thursday gave 
Japan a written reply to Japa- 
nese proposals for an over-all 
boost in cotton textile exports 
to this country in 1959. 
Neither side would say what 
the American reply suggested, 
but there were indications that 
it was a compromise plan. 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Thomas C. Mann, who headed 
the U.S. negotiators, told news- 
men after a 35-minute meeting 
that “we are trying to find a 
way so both Governments and 
both industries will get a fair 
deal.” 

Ambassador Koichiro Asakai, 
who headed the Japanese team, 
said he remained optimistic for 
a favorable outcome. 

Both Asakai and Mann said 
they expected further meetings 
would be held. 

The United States is calling 
in leaders of the U.S. textile 
industry for talks next Monday 
and Thursday to discuss the 
question of Japanese voluntary 
quotas on textiles. 
Representatives of the US. 
apparel industry will meet with 
Mann and Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce Henry Kearns on 
Monday. 

Representatives of the US. 
broad woven fabric industry 
will meet with the two officials 
Thursday. . 

Mann told newsmen that the 
views of the American industry 
had been given very serious 
consideration before the US. 
reply was handed to Asakai. 
The U.S. industry has firmly 
opposed any quota increases 
which Japan has contended 
should be granted because of a 
brightening outlook for the 
American textile market this 
year. 

Japan is authoritatively re- 
ported seeking U.S. approval for 
an increase from 235 million to 
250 million square yards of cot- 
ton textile goods sent to the 
American market this year. 


S’pore Asks Reds 
For Electricians 


SINGAPORE (UPI)—The left- 
wing-dominated -City Council 
has asked the British charge 
d’affaires in Peiping to seek co- 
operation of the Red Chinese au- 
thorities in recruiting electrical 
engineers for a Singapore power 
station. 

Initially, it was decided to re- 
cruit replacements for British 
electrical engineers from only 
Japan, but this was subsequent- 
ly broadened to include all 
Asian countries. 

A council spokesman said that 
a letter was sent 10 days ago 
to the British charge d'affaires 
in Peiping when the Bank of 
China’s Singapore branch said it 
— not able to help the coun- 
cil. 
“Any immigration problem 
which arises from the request 
will be one for the Government 
to settle,” the spokesman said. 
Meanwhile, the Japanese Con- 
sulate relayed to the Foreign 
Office in Tokyo the Singapore 
request for Japanese engineers. 
It was thought by experts here, 
however. that Japanese experts 
might not be able to operate 
the British turbines and equip- 
ment used by the Singapore 
power station.” 


U.S. Said Still Firm 
On Velveteen, Gingham 


In addition the Japanese pro- 
posed a 60 per cent boost in

A 20 per cent increase in the 
gingham quota, raising it from 
35 million to 42 million square

Boom Seen 
In Canned 
Fruit Export 


Export-by Japan of canned 
fruit, especially mandarin 
oranges and peaches, has been 
on the upswing since around 
last autumn. 

Mandarin orange shipments in 
the calendar year 1958, accord- 
ing to the Japan Canned Fruit 
Exporters Association, reached 
an estimated three million cases 
and peach shipments to 100,000 
cases. 

These figures are expected to 
swell to about 3,300,000 and 170,- 
000 cases, respectively, this 
year. 

The association ascribes the 
latest export boom to control in 
various phases of the industry, 
such as production, price and 
export, as well as an improve- 
ment in canning technique. 

These factors, the association 
says, have tended to stabilize ex- 
port prices at levels favorable 
to Japan. The price of canned 
mandarin oranges has now im- 
egy to ap average of $5.30 

o.b. per case from $5.15 for 
last year.

PRISCILLA’S POP 
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Mikoyan in America 

The principal immediate objective.of Soviet Deputy 
Premier Anastas Mikoyan’s visit to the United States seems 
to be to discover whether the divergent views entertained 
by that country and Soviet Russia on some important issues 
of the day can be smoothed over. 

In assuming this, however, we think it would be 
erroneous to believe that Moscow is envisaging any close 


cooperation with the United 


States and the other liberal 


democracies but rather that it is feeling its way toward 


some future action of its own. 


So far as it is possible to apportion the several springs 
of the tortuous Soviet foreign policy it seems that a funda- 
mental idea is to expand Soviet power, either directly or 
in the name of international communism, by every meats 


except that of war. 


Thus we observe that Moscow from 


time to time goes just as far as it feels advisable with 
threats of violent action and unilateral decision. That 
war would be likely to be employed later, when Moscow 
felt it had reason to believe it had secured the support of 
the greater part of the world, cannot, of course, be ruled 
out, for the eventual objective is still undoubtedly that of 
universal Communist domination under Russian direction. 


It is reported that the main points of a summary of 
Mr. Mikoyan’s talks with Secretary of State Dulles and 
Vice President Nixon have been given to the ambassadors 
of Britain, France, Italy and West Germany. It appears 
that these indicate that Moscow’s plan to turn East Berlin 
over to the East German regime by June should not be 
viewed as a six-month ultimatum but might be given an 
extension of time; that Russia might be interested in four- 
power talks this spring on a German peace treaty as well 
as the future of Berlin; and that veto power for Russia 
must be a firm condition to Soviet acceptance of an East- 
West organization which would seek to enforce a ban on 
atomic-hydrogen weapon tests. Apparently Soviet expressed 
wishes for more trade with the United States have played 
no great role so far in the talks although it is suggested that 
when Mr. Mikoyan returns from his visit to major Amer- 
ican industrial cities he may put forward some positive 


views on this subject. 


Generally speaking, Mr. Mikoyan has been well received 
in the United States but there have been some minor dem- 
onstrations against his presence in the country. President 
Eisenhower on Thursday called for courteous treatment 


of the Soviet visitor. 


He made it clear that he wanted 


Mr. Mikoyan to see the real America, so that when he 
returned home he would be able to carry an eccurate 
picture of Americans’ good manners, as well as of their 
strength, their confidence, and their determination in the 


cause of freedom and peace. 


This may lead many to ask if Mr. Mikoyan’s visit can 
achieve any real good. Perhaps the best answer is that 
it can hardly do much harm, Mr. Mikoyan’s pleasant speak- 
ing while in America has to be weighed togethér with the 
threatening attitude of the Soviet Government toward all 
who are not willing to accept its point of view. Mr. Miko- 
yan’s explanation of his Government’s actions in Hungary, 
such as they are, are not at all convincing, and his declara- 
tion that Moscow has no desire to violate the freedom of 
the people of West Berlin and only wants to remove a 
“trouble spot” is not likely to go down either with the 


Berliners or the allied powers. 


In his speech at Cleveland, Mr. Mikoyan referred to 


what is a painful subject for many. 


He denied accusations 


that Soviet Russia is trying to undermine the world market 
by dumping goods at below market prices. He said the 
Soviet Union wanted to get as high a price for its goods 
as possible and wanted to buy goods at a price as low as 


possible. 


This strikes us as being a peculiarly bourgeois 


statement and coming from a Communist leader hardly in 


accordance with his professed dogmas. 


According to Mr. 


Mikoyan, the “undermining accusations” did not crop up 
until the United States was in the midst of a recession, at 


which time prices of some goods dropped. 


At that time, 


he said, Russia was exporting practically none of the goods 


affected. 


These and similar utterances leaves us somewhat cold. 
We are still convinced that the basic purpose of foreign 
trade in any Communist country, not absolutely devoid of 
the means of self-sufficient existence, is a political one, and 
that the matter of price, when trade is done, is ruled by 


the same conviction. 


We would like to take an optimistic view of the likely 
results of Mr. Mikoyan’s visit to the United States but we 
fail to see how the international situation can be materially 
improved unless Moscow makes policy changes that would 
substantially modify its attitude throughout the world. 
And if the Soviet Government entertains the notion that 
it can persuade the United States to stand aside while it 
pursues subversive objectives—social, economic and _ poli- 
tical—among other nations, we believe it is mistaken.

The Unsolved Mystery 


Attempt to Dynamite Self, Bride and 28 Others Remains Enigma 


The criminal investigators try- 
ing to unlock the mystery of the 
airliner dynamiting case have 
reached no tangible results so 
far. While the key seems to 
Vie in the eccentric psychology 
of the culprit, the man is dead, 
having leaped from the plane 
after failing to ignite the dyna- 
mite. 


The “most atrocious crime in 
the annals of Japan's civil avia- 
tion” which rudely shocked the 
public during the New Year 
celebrations, is thus likely to 
be sealed as another unsolved 
mystery. 

In Tokyo, for instance, con- 
versations on the crime were 
overheard everywhere many 
days after the news was flash- 
ed, The popular concern over 
the matter is perhaps evidence 
that convenience of air travel 
is gaining appreciation by an 
ever increasing number of peo- 
ple in this land, which is cer- 
tainly small in area but stretches 
in a long line from north to 
south. 


An engineer writing a letter 
to the editor of a vernacular 
per has suggested that some 
otenes of weak radioactivity 
should be used in dynamite so 
that any hidden explosive may 
be detected with a geiger coun- 
ter. He explained that the same 
radioactivity would also relieve 
the cement industry from the 
rpetual fear of dynamite 
at might be remaining in the 
crushed fragments of limestone. 


Escaped Death 


Even in disregard of the 
cemnent industry, a suggestion 
like this deserves serious atten- 
tion, as baggage in domestic 
travel is free from customs in- 
spection.

Stewardess Noriko Sekiya 
said the man looked sick and 
she went to the kitchenette for 
some medicine and a glass of 
water. A sudden gust of cold 
wind made her look back and 
catch a glimpse of the falling 
figure at the plane door, which 
was open. He had unfastened 
the clamps and opened the door, 
while the stewardess was tend- 
ing to the medicine, 

' No Clues — 

Miss Sekiya also said the man 
used the toilet three times and 
the second time she heard some 
popping sounds there. But she 
thought that the man had only 
slammed the toilet door. 

The man was identified as 
Akira Emoto, 31-year-old confec- 
tionery wholesaler from the 
town of Kokonoe, Oita Prefec- 
ture. He boarded the plane at 
Oita with his wife Chieko. 

Investigators failed to obtain 
any clues from the testimonies 
of Chieko, who married Emoto 
only 42 days earlier in Novem- 
ber and did not suspect the 
nature of this “honeymoon trip” 
to her husband's “uncle at Miya- 
jima in Hiroshima Prefecture.”

The owner of the house where 
Emoto rented rooms said Emoto 
and his wife were happily mar- 
ried, But the owner thought 
Emoto to be a lonely introvert 
character, with whom he said he 
never had a chance to have 
a good talk though Emoto had 
beeri living in his house for 
three years. 

In November, one of Emoto’s 
friends said, Emoto told him 
jokingly that he would do some- 
thing surprising aboard an air- 
plane. Around that time, there 
was a crime story on television, 
in which the culprit planted 
dynamite in a train. The in- 
vestigators do not know, how- 
ever, whether Emoto saw that 
program. 

Many Speculations 

For lack of any conclusive in- 
formation, both the police and 
the press advanced various spe 
culations, According to one 
theory, Emoto, being schizophre- 
nic, wanted to do something 
fantastic, planned the dynamit- 
ing after his first flight in 
September, but failed to set off 
the explosion and jumped to 
death. According to another 
theory, he wanted to give the 
insurance money—¥2 million 
for himself and his wife—to 
father, , 

After everything has been said 
about the case, the last word 
seems to be “why bother about 
the behavior of a mad man.” 
Indeed, the people are now be- 
ginning to forget about the sen- 
sational case after the lapse of 
one week, as there seems to 
be apparently no hope for fur- 
ther progress of the police in- 
vestigation, 

But is the case really attribut- 
able to madness or the psy- 
chosis of a man? If so, we must 
be resigned to the possibility 
of more similar cases occurring 
in the future. Psychopaths are 
always with us and chances are 
that they will get’ on the plane 
more frequently with air travel 
becoming more and more popu- 
lar also in this country. The 
best we can do perhaps is to 
compute the chances with the 
electronic computers that are 
handy nowadays. 

Inhuman Action 

Over and beyond mere mecha- 
nical calculations, however, the 
inhumanness involved in the 
case must not be overlooked— 
namely, the inhumanness of the 
fact of deliberately preparing 27 
sticks of dynamite to kill one’s 
self aloft together with one's 
newly-wed wife and 28 other 
innocent persons, 

This inhumanness is possible 
only in this inhuman mechanic- 
al civilization, which is now 
steadily engulfing Japan, There 
have been mad men with us al- 
Ways but one of them, did at- 
tempt the act of dynamiting an 
airliner at last. The Japanese 
cannot view this kind of crime 
any longer with complacency, 
with which in the past the Japa- 
nese used to watch the occur- 
rences on other shores where 
mechanical civilization :s far ad- 
vanced, 

The amount of complacency 
of this kind in Japan is far 
larger than might be imagined. 
Many a foreigner of goodwill 
has complimented Japan with 
the remark that the Japanese 
are endowed with special charm 
and kindness, But the Japanese 
cannot afford any longer to de- 
ceive themselves with such 
favorable foreign comments. 

The wartime Japanese prop- 
aganda used to harp on the na- 
tion’s ny traditional spiri- 
tual virtues including yama- 
to-damashi or the warrior spirit. 
Whatever store of virtues we 
have had along that line we 
are losing rapidly, however. 
And the gigantic process of war 
itself has been much respon- 
sible for the decline of _tradi- 
tional virtues, 

Timely Warning 

The so-called “postwar” de- 
moralization has been much 
decried and deplored. And the 
lack of virtues among the 
“apres la guerre” generations 
has been the butt of criticism 
of the older people. Now the 
Education Ministry is trying to 
revive moral education to 
rectify the situation, 

When the older Japanese 
think that they possess tradi- 
tional virtues, their thinking 
may be right in many cases 
in regard to their own personal 
morals, But there is no denying 
that most of those Japanese 
themselves are living on the cold 
“business-first” principle, indif- 
ferent to their avowed morals, 
In other words, much effort is 
being exerted to have more of 
inhuman mechanical civilization 
and little is being done to coun- 
teract its undesirable effects. 

It may not be surprising there- 
fore to see more fantastic crimes 
in the future, The rude shock 
at the very outset of the year 
was a timely warning for 
Japan,

Why political negotiations

Akasaka area in Tokyo is be- 
yond me. 


The old custom of conducting 
politics at fash.onable restau- 
rants should be discarded in 
modern society. Politicians and 
statesmen of the Meiji Era 
(1868-1911) made it a habit to 
form political plans at restau- 
rants when secrecy was impor- 
tant. 


It is said, therefore, that gei- 
sha who entertained influential 
politicians were well informed 
on political matters while ordi- 
nary housewives who were 
bound to housekeeping duties 
were ignorant of what was go- 
ing on outside their own homes. 
It was not seldom that states- 
men confided their political 
worries to geisha who were able 
to console their patrons with 
understanding and often with 
intelligence. 


In those days all prominent 
statesmen patronized the gel- 
sha, many of whom became 
their concubines and operated 
restaurants where their patrons 
met to discuss political affairs 
in secret. 


This .peculiar custom is still 
in practice today though the 
real need for such rendezvous 
has been lost. This practice 
has been widely adopted by 
businessmen who entertain gov- 
ernment officials in hopes of 
concluding profitable transac- 
tions. Hence, corruption among 
government officials. 


Behind the British Em 
there are rows of fashionable 
restaurants and the limousines 
parked in front of such restau- 
rants belong mostly either to 
Dietmen or high government of 
ficials. 


TV viewers must have seen 
that all negotiations between 
the Liberal-Democratic Party 
and Socialist Party following 
the repercussions caused by the 
Police Duties reform bill were 
conducted at the Prince Hotel.

They know that the Govern- 
ment will look after them when 
help is needed, so the pay high 
taxes to support the govern- 
ment policy. 

Can the Japanese taxpayers 
trust the Dietmen and govern- 
ment officials to make the best 
use of the money appropriated 
in the budget? Isn’t it about 
time that “ryoriya” politics are 
discontinued?

The reaction on the part of 
the Indians was immediate. The 
influential Indian magazine 
“The Eastern Economist,” in an 
editorial titled “China’s ‘Big 
Leap Forward’—Towards Ih- 
dia,” said the Peiping move 
“cannot but be termed as an 
unfriendly act toward India.” 
It went on to say: < 


“In reply to a question Mrs. 
Lakshmi Menon, Deputy Minis- 
ter for External Affairs, told the 
Lok Sabha that the Chinese 
Government had informed the 
Government of India that the 
maps which showed certain In- 
dian territories. as being within 
the borders 6f China were 
drawn up before the present 
Government came into power. 
It had been constrained to use 
those maps as it had not yet 
undertaken a survey of China’s 
boundaries. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment had also assured the 
Government of India that it 
would not make changes on its 
own but only after consultations 
with neighboring countries in- 


cluding India at some later 
date.” 
The Indian e ridicul- 


ed Peiping’s explanation by 
pointing out: 

“Shorn of its diplomatic ver- 
bage the Chinese reply points 
out to only one conclusion: The 
Red rulers of China do not ac- 
cept the internationally recog- 
nized MacMahon line which was 
drawn up in 1904 to demarcate 
boundaries between India, Ne- 
pal, Tibet and China. Are they 
merely marking time to assert 
their claims on Indian territory 
at some future date? The Chi- 
nese contention, a patent false- 
hood, raises suspicion. The map 
in question which appeared in 
the July issue of “The China 
Pictorial’ this year is not a pro- 
duct of the Kuomintang Gov- 
ernments’ draftsman for it shows 
not only roads which the Chi- 
nese Communists claim to have 
built in Tibet since its ‘libera- 
tion’ but also frontiers of four 
successor states of French Indo- 
china, namely Laos, Cambodia 
and the two Vietnams. These 
changes in the political map of 
the world accrued in 1954, that 
is five years after the Kuomin- 
tang regime was overthrown, 

“That is however, not the end 
of the matter. In a map pub- 
lished in the 39th number of 
‘The New Times’ Russia, which 
obviously has no Kuomintang 
scapegoat to help it, has made 
over to China nearly 30,000 
square miles of Indian territory 
—comprising the whole of the 
northeast frontier agency and 
Ladakh. This unreserved ac- 
ceptance of the Chinese map by 
the Soviet Union cannot but be 
termed as an unfriendly act to- 
ward India. When one adds to 
this reliable information that 
similar maps are in circulation 
in other Communist countries 
also one cannot help noticing a

Takeo Fukuda, 53-year-old 
bureaucrat-turned _ politician, 
has been named the new secre- 
tary general of the ruling Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party. 

As to his identification in the 
complex factional structure of 
the Government party, Fukuda 
is known as one 
of Prime Minis-

both belonging 
to the so-called main current 
camp, played a positive role in 
promoting Fukuda, . 

Kishi was to have 
said Fukuda is too intellectual 
a type to be assigned the tough 
job when the two 
first mentioned Fukuda’s name 
at a recent meeting of Liberal- 
Democratic leaders held to deli- 
berate reshuffling key executive 
posts of the party. 

The story had it, however, 
that Kishi was converted when 
Ohno instantly quipped back

kuda has been the cham- 
pion of that elite group of Japa- 
nese Government bureaucrats 
all along since he was graduated 
from Tokyo University in 1929. 

Fate forced Fukuda, however, 
to give up a brilliant career in 
the Finance Ministry in 1948 
when he was involved in the 
Showa Denko scandal case 
which brought down a conser- 
vative-Socialist coalition admin- 
istration under Prime Minister 
Hitoshi Ashida. 


He was then the director of 
the powerful Budget Bureau of 
the Finance Ministry. 

Fukuda formally resigned 
from the ministry two years 
later and joined the present 
Liberal-Democratic Party. 


During the ensuing 10 years 
and while the trial on the 
scandal case dragged on Fuku- 
da remained in the background 
and was known as the hardest 
working man on the Policy 
Board of the party. 


Taking advantage of his 
familiarity in these fields, Fuku- 
da dug into technical problems 
in fiscal and economic policy 
and administration. 

He is now the undisputed top 
authority on fiscal and economic 
policy in the Government party. 
His qualification in this respect 
is believed to be chiefly respon- 


sible for his getting the present 
post. 
His predecessor Kawashima 


said he promoted Fukuda in the 
belief that the secretaries gen- 
eral of the party in the future 
need to be more a policy plan- 
ner than a politician of the 
traditional type. 

Confronting the new seere- 
tary general is the rush of elec- 
tions, both on the local and na- 
tional level, in the 
spring and, more immediately, 
the task of achieving the reelec- 
tion of Kishi as party president. 

But his more pressing prob- 
lem is apparently to rebuild the 
Liberal-Democratic house which 


is hopelessly divided a 
itself.
